He told his brother he slept 
mostly in the daytime, between 
m attresses

temperatures 
dropped into the ’teens at times, 
and walked the floor at night to 
keep warm. 
McConnaughey wore two jack­ 
ets, two shirts, two pairs of trous­ 
ers and two pairs of socks when 
he entered the forest. Still, he suf­ 
fered frostbite to his feet and 
hands. 
He said he didn’t try to get 
to the telephone because he felt 
he shouldn’t break the lock of the 
building it is in. 
McConnaughey’s car was found 
locked at the edge of the state 
forest on March 21. After that

repeated 
search 
efforts 
through the woods. 
Doctors 
said 
McConnaughey 
was thoroughly dehydrated. He 
told hospital authorities he had 
not been hungry the tost IO days,

son, they got liv er ca ncers. 
In Africa, inv estiga tors noticed, 
many na tiv es hav e a high rate of 
liv er ca ncer.

So tho moldy com 
is being inv estigated as a possi­ 
ble ca use of liv er cancer. 
One chem ica l isolated from mol­ 
dy peanuts and com is found to

It is 50 to IOO times 
more powerful in stimulating liv er 
ca ncer in rata than are azo dy es, 
long knowm as a ca ncer agent, 
Dr. Shimkin said. 
So resea rchers

Edtior’s Note — Arc the y ea rs 
we spend on earth all there is of 
life?

After a Sunday ev ening sermon in 
le n t sev eral y ears ago. and elder­ 
ly man waited to speak to me at 
the church door. In my sermon 
that ev ening lhad referred to sol- 
taire's words in his early life:

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Lowly Fungus 
Tied to Cancer 


Moldy Foods Studied 
As Source of Disease 
LA JOLLA, Calif. (A P)-C ancer 
detectives are trailing a strange 
new suspect—the lowly fungus—as 
a possible cause of some cancers. 
Fungi, or molds, might contam­ 
inate some foods we eat, or even 
exist in some drugs, Dr, Michael 
B. Shimkin of the National Can­ 
cer Institute, Bethesda, Md. said. 
Fungi are one of the lowest 
forms of life. Some are familiar 
as the molds on food, including 
green mold on bread, but that 
particular mold has not been im­ 
plicated. 
Reporting to an American Can­ 
cer Society seminar for science 
writers, Dr. Shimkin told of evi­ 
dence 
involving 
moldy 
peanuts 
and moldy corn. 
In 1960, he said, 100.000 turkeys 
died 
In 
England 
from 
disease 
“X,” traced to their food. 
The killer turned out to be a 
poison, named aflatoxin, produced 
by a mold or fungus contaminat­ 
ing peanuts in part of their food. 
I 


When 
rats 
were 
fed 
large 
amounts of this same fungus poi­ 
son, they got liver cancers. 


In Africa, investigators noticed, 
many natives have a high rate of 
liver cancer. They eat and Tike 
moldy corn. So the moldy com 
is being investigated as a possi­ 
ble cause of liver cancer. 
One chemical isolated from mol­ 
dy peanuts and com is found to 
be a very powerful cancor-pro 
ducing agent. It is 50 to IOO times 
more powerful in stimulating liver 
cancer in rats than are azo dyes, 
long known as a cancer agent, 
Dr. Shimkin said. 
So researchers are wondering 
what effects there may be from 
fungus products consumed by hu­ 
mans in foods or even in certain 
antibiotics, such as the actinomy- 
cins, he said. 
He emphasized these are all sus­ 
picions, and that there is no rea­ 
son for people to avoid antibio-, 
tics essential in combatting dis­ 
ease.

On the other hand, if the doctor 
tries to spare the parents the an­ 
xiety by not telling them, there is 
another kind 
of 
risk 
involved. I 
There 
is 
always the possibility j 
that another doctor, at school o n 
camp, will make mention of it. j 
And that means the destruction of j 
a vital relationship between the 
family and the doctor. 
In the daily practice of medicine 
decisions of this sort are made by 
measuring advantages against dis­ 
advantages. The doctor carefully 
evaluates the emotional capacity 
of the p a r e n t s to cope with 
such problems. In most instances, 
the d o c t o r will tell the parents 
about the unimportant heart m ur­ 
m ur and at the same time assure 
them that it will not a f f e c t the 
child’s health, activities and ev- j 
ertual development. 
These slight heart murm urs are j 
called “ functional” 
m u r m u r s . ! 
This implies that they are rela- j 
tively harm less and do not indi-i 
cate an abnormal heart. 
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Children who have 
functional 
m urm urs must not be kept on the 
sidelines as overprotected sr p e c- 
tators. So restricted, they might 
spend the rest of their lives on the 
sidelines when they could be en­ 
joying active, 
healthy 
participa­ 
tion. 
Sometimes a functional m urm ur 
disappears 
during 
adolescence. 
Emotional scars, however, m a y 
persist for many years if lim ita­ 
tions 
have been 
imposed 
upon 
them unnecessarily. 
Not all heart murmurs are func­ 
tional and unimportant, however. 
Many are associated with severe 
defects of the heart. 
The condition known 
as “ blue 
baby” , for example, is caused by 
a serious malformation of 
the 
heart. In these infants, a particu­ 
lar kind of heart m urm ur at birth 
can actually identify the nature of 
the defect of the heart. 
The last three decades have m ir­ 
aculously 
produced 
courageous 
techniques for the surgical repair 
of defects of the heart. Thousands 
of children who would have been 
destined to chronic invalidism are 
now h a p p y and active, and can 
look forward to a normal, produc­ 
tive life. 
Surgery of the heart 
for t h e 
“ Blue Baby” is now just an ordin­ 
ary event in the surgical depart­ 
ment of m ajor hospitals through­ 
out the world. 
The hope that lies within t h e 
framework of modern 
medicine 
can best be summed up by the 
statem ent of a ten-year-old b o y 
who had recovered from a heart 
operation. 
“ Before I had my heart opera­ 
tion two years ago, 
my friends 
used to wheel me to the L i t t l e 
League games in a special wagon 
they made for me. 
“ All I could do was cheer. 
“This year I m the second base 
man on the team .”

AP Business News Writer 
NEW’ YORK (AP) — The stock' 
m arket last week rolled up its I 
biggest advance of the year and 
did so on the hea\ lest trading j 
since January. 
Stock prices surged to their high­ 
est levels of 1963. based on the j 
popular market averages. 
The strong performance ended \ 
six weeks of “ watching-and-wait- 
ing ’ 
as argument sputtered in 
Wall Street as to whether the m ar­ 
ket would break out of a narrow- 
trading range to the upside or 
downside. 
Some prominent analysts pre­ 
dicted a sharp decline. On Tues­ 
day it looked as if they might 
turn out to be right. Tile list back­ 
ed away from an assault on the 
mid-February recovery peak and 
fell on news that U. S. Steel. Beth­ 
lehem and five other companies 
had been indicted by a federal 
grand jury on charges of conspir­ 
ing to fix prices of steel products. 
This was the same kind of news 
that 
accompanied 
the 
sharp 
plunge of last spring. 
On the very' next day, however, 
the long-awaited report on the se­ 
curities industry by the Securities 
& E x c h a n g e Commission was 
made public. It was one of Wall 
Street’s overhanging worries. 
The SEC report, however, seem­ 
ed surprisingly mild to those in the 
financial community. The sharpest 
barbs were leveled at the vast 
over - the - counter m arket, rather 
than to the organized stock ex­ 
changes. The commission reported 
to Congress that the m arkets are 
free of “ pervasive fraudulent ac­ 
tivity.” 
Stocks rallied on the New York 
Stock Exchange that day. The av­ 
erage broke through the mid Feb­ 


ruary barrier rn vigorous style 
and surged to new- peaks for 1963. 
On Thursday the market better­ 
ed its highs for the year. aided by 
news 
that 
unemployment 
in

had 
its largest monthly 
drop in more than four years and 
by

record department 
store sales in March. 
The 
m arket 
seemed 
“tired’ 
early 
o d Friday but gathered re ­ 
newed strength and climbed to still 
another new peak for the year. 
Wall Street seemed heartened by 
late news that the Russians had 
accepted a “ hot line” telecommu­ 
nication system between Washing­ 
ton and the Kremlin to prevent 
the outbreak of accidental war. 
In the Friday session, the Dow 
Jones industrial average topped 
the significant 700 level for the 
first time in exactly a year. The

vanced 19.91 to 702.43. This was 
their highest closing level since 
March 30, 1962, w’hen they stood 
at 706.95. 
The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks this week rose 5.9 to 
264.1. This was their highest read­ 
ing since Dec. 15, 1961. when they 
cfosed at 264.6. The week’s gain 
in the AP average was the big­ 
gest since the week ended last 
Nov. 17 when they rose 5.9. 
Turnover for the week swelled 
to 23,611,104 shares from 19,349,340 
the previous week and was the 
largest since the week ended Jan. 
19 when 23.805.760 shares changed 
hands. 
The end of the 114-day New York 
city newspaper strike was cited 
as an im portant factor in the rise,

But the FCO — which, 
in the Thirties, had delayed the 
advent of television itself for four 
y e a r s in order to “ protect” the 
owners of radio sets — said “ nix.” 
It has taken a long time for t h e 
FCC to relax its ogreish surveill­ 
ance to the point of permitting a 
few pay-as-you-see TV tests. But 
the FCC was originally created to 
assign wave lengths to broadcast­ 
ing stations. How come it assumes 
the power to tell a station how it 
shall finance itself0 
Through its chairman, Newton

Colum bus Youngster 
Elbows Former Kings 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (A P) — Young 
Jack 
Nicklaus, 
a 
sandy-haired 
money m aker with golf clubs as 
hi., tools, seem s intent on reducing 
the gam e’s “ Big T hree” to the 
' Big One.” 
With 
his 
victory 
in 
the 27th 
M asters tournam ent Sunday, this 
powerful 
23-year-old 
sophomore 
professional continued to dom inate 
other m em bers of golf’s ruling trio 
—Arnold P alm er and G ary P lay­ 
e r—as he has done in m ost of 
their 
m ajor 
m eetings, 
starting 
with the U S. Open last year. 
In that Open, he beat P alm er 
in a playoff for the title, later 
whipped both P alm er and Player 
in the inaugural “ World Series of 
Golf,” where the trio m et head- 
to-head in a 36-hole m atch, and 
now has taken a M asters crown 
from 
the 
two 
form er 
M asters 
cham pions. 
Shouldering aside ever-increas­ 
ing pressure as first one, then an­ 
other com petitor m ade a bid and 
fell back in the final round of the 
M asters, N icklaus showed the de­ 
term ination it takes to m ake a 
great cham pion. 
A fter bogies on Nos. 8 and 12 
knocked him out of the lead, he 
rallied with a p air of birdies and 
sank a clutch three-foot putt on 
the 18th to win by one shot from 
Tony Lerna and beat Julius Bonos 
and faltering Sam Snead by two 
strokes. 
Lerna closed with a 2-under p ar 
70 for 287. 
Boros, 
playing 
with Nicklaus. 
also had a 72 for 288 and Snead 
fired a 71 for 288. 
But when it was all over it was 
N icklaus’ show and the Columbus, 
Ohio, com et becam e the youngest 
m an ever to win the M asters. 
P alm er, the defending 
ha regi­ 
on, 
started 
rallied 
in both the 
third and fourth rounds, but never 
w as able to get one of his am az­ 
ing com eback drives really roll­ 
ing. He clo cd with a l l for 291 
and a tie with Don Jan u ary for 
ninth place. 
P layer, who twice during the 
final round was tied with Snead

her em pire and the historic con­ 
tinuity of our island life.”

baboonery,' 
which m ade Stalin the big baboon. 
“There have been few cases in 
history,” Stalin said, “ where the 
courage of one man has been so 
im portant to the future of the 
w orld.” 
This turned out to be a sardonic 
tribute, as Stalin showed soon aft­ 
erw ard 
when he 
double-crossed 
the prim e m inister by gobbling 
half of Europe. He had his awm 
ideas about the world and the fu­ 
ture. 
Ch':r ch ill needed glasses when 
h . thought before both world w ars 
there would never again be great 
land battles But his vision of com ­ 
munism was better, at least near 


and N icklaus for top spot, finished 
bogey-bogey for a 70 and 289, put­ 
ting him in a tie for fifth with Ed 
Furgol and Dow Finsterw ald.

They 
agreed. 
But Stalin had gulled him . When 
Churchill said, 
"L e t’s burn the 
paper,” 
Stalin 
said: 
“No, 
you 
keep it.” W hat he really rn ant 
w as: “ Keep it for your scrap­ 
book.” 
Churchill’s 
optim ism 
in 
this 
case was typical. What he wanted, 
he wanted to believe. His heart 
got the better of his head, as it 
often did. It was part of his ro­ 
m anticism . 
Still, 
this 
paid 
off 
handsom ely for him personally. 
If he had had a deeper tragic 
sense, he m ight have been a cre­ 
ative w riter and nothing else. In­ 
stead, he had a fabulous sense of 
dram a, with him in the center 
Thus he becam e a soldier, politi­ 
cian and historian. 
It i hardly an accident that his 
earliest childhood m em ory is of 
soldiers firing their rifles in Dub­ 
lin before he w as 5. From 
child­ 
hood he had dream s of becoming 
a war leader and an im perishable 
figure in history. 
He achieved both ooh of his feel 
ing for dram a and the drive of 
rom anticism . 
For him there w as excitem ent 
even 
in 
deception. 
When 
he 
wished to delude H itler about the 
Norm andy invasion, he said: “ In 
w artim e tru th is so precious that 
she should always be attended by 
a bodyguard of lies.'* 
Now in his advanced old age 
what he once said of H arry Hop­ 
kins — Roosevelt’s sick and tired 
special em issary who becam e the 
prim e 
m inister’s 
friend 
— 
de 
scribes Churchill: 
“ A crum bling lighthouse from 
which there shone the beam s that 
led great fleets to h arbor.”
